The government's pledge not te 
forget the lower classes is now 
taking definite form in the estab- 
lishment of such educational fa- 
cilities ag have never before been 
known in the history of the repub- 
lic. It is likely to have a greater 
beneficial effect upon the rising 
generation than any other propo- 
sition which could have emanated 
from Mexico's Chief Executive, for 
it deals with education. 


EDUCATION FEATURES 
For some years Mexico city has 
boasted educational facilities equal 
to those of the other large cities of 
the world and thousands of stud- 
ents have been coming each year 


forded to foreigners at the nation- 
But education in 
the outlying districts .has been 
lacking asr egards official facilities, 
apd thie le the Gu@stion td which 
President Calles is now addressing 
himself with practical effect. 

According to the official pro- 
gram, there will be established the 
next twelve months a series of five 
agricultural schools at various 
points throughout the republic and 
these will be devoted entirely to 
raising the educationa! status of 
the genuine “camp” youth. Presi- 
Gent Calles has already made a 
persona! inspection of certain agri- 
cultural properties considered like- 
ly to be suitable for such institu- 
tions and at ‘least one has been 
purchased by the government. He 
ia to inspect certain other proper- 
ties, and it is confidently expected 
that his inepection will be followed 
by the purchase of another. The 
whole five achools will be complet- 
ed within the next twelve months 
at a cost estimated to result at 
some 2,000,000 pesos. 

The schools will be model agri- 
cultural colleges, where not only a 
theoretical knowledge of agricul- 


ture will be tnculeated Into those 
attending, but practical experi- 
ence will be afferded in all cias- 
ees of farming. ° 

The final object of the scheme 
is to see that Meico’s vast field 
for agriculture may be developed 
to a profitable degree. The prop- 
osition will be fostered by the Min- 
istry of Education, and the term 
for attendance by each student 
will be at least two years. 

Turning to another field of edu- 
cational activity in Mexico, there 
ie the recent visit of C. N. Thom- 
as. a well-Known Congregational 
educational lecturer of Los Angeles, 
to Mexico City. He unfolded a 
vast scheme on the part of Califor- 
nia capitalists, not only with in- 
terests in Mexicd, but also sincere 
friends of the republic, to estab- 
lish a university at the cost of 
$1,000,000 on the Pacific coast of 
Mexico, sald capital to be put up 
voluntarily by the interests con- 
cerned.

GUARDS TAKE PEPALL BACK 


Attorney for Accused Embezzler Arrives Here to Find 
Client Spirited from Local Jail 


bond issue in London during 1919 


As in Los Angeles Friday when 
the two officers smuggled Pepall 
from the Los Angeles County Jail, 
efforts to maintain strict secrecy 
regarding the presence of Pepall 
on the steamer met with only par- 
tial success in San Francieco. 

Pepall was not registered on the 
boat under his own name and it 
was not until newspaper men had 


combed the vessel that they 
learned the captive was aboard. 


Pepall's departure for Canada 
marks the close of one of the 
moet bitter extradition fights ever 
recorded in the California courts, 
and with the arrival In Los Ange- 
les yesterday from San Francisco 
of Ben 8. Hunter, attorney for the 
accused man, came acknowledg- 
ment that no further resistance 
would avail the defense of gain. 

Hunter yesterday denied that he 
had gone to San Francisco to file 
an appeal from Federal Judge 
James's denial of a writ of habeas 
corpue for Pepall, and dismissed 
the case with the statement that 
he “was under the impression 
Pepall did not want to fight any 
longer.” He was unaware that 
Pepall had been removed from the 
County Jail Friday until he read it 
in The Times this morning. .- 

Pepall came to Los Angeles four 
and one-half years ago and imme- 
diately became identified with sev- 
eral lagge enterprises. He was 
president of the Long Beach Glass 
Company and had a magnificent 
home in Les Angeles. Wherever 
he went he made friends and was 
popularly known as “Andy” Pepall. 

The crash came when Peter 
Smith, treasurer of Ontario Prov- 
ince, was arrested in Canada and 
linked Pepall with an asserted 
fraud of $600,000. Several others 

rominent in Toronto political and 
affairs alao were accused. 


FRAME-UP CHARGED 


Smith was apprehended in April 
last year and Pepal!l immediately 
issued a vehement denial of any 
wrong-doing, charging a “frame- 
up.” Thies stand was unaltered on 
hie part up to the last minute of 
his incarceration in the Los An- 
geles jall and last Thursday he de- 
clared he would “fight to the fin- 
ish” to ous extradition.

'He Dodged Death for 125 Years 
/|Piute Medicine Man Finally Succumbs 
After Century and Quarter 


“Cap'n” John, bullet-proof 
Piute medicine man of Lake Mono 
and dean of North American In- 
dian doctore, has gone to the hap- 
py hunting grounds. The Great 
Spirit called him a few days since 
and he died in his wikiup among 
the Juniper trees north of the mys- 
terious biue inland sea within «a 
stone's throw of the spot where he 
was born, fully 125 years ago. All 
that time he lived in the solitude 
at the feet of the mighty Sierra 
Nevada as generation after gen- 
eration vanished. 

Today and tonight the Mono 
tribesmen will speed his last jour- 
ney out the sunset—or is it sun- 
rise for him?—trall with a weird 
ceremonial for the departed, such 
strange rites as only his exalted 
place In the sun demands. They 
will plod many weary miles over 
the hot sands of the great desert 
basin and even across the ranges 
to an appointed place not revealed 
to palefaces; and there, in the 
noon glare and by the flickering 
light of evening camp fires, the 
primitive tncantationh and dances 
will make a wild, vivid, colorful 
picture. 

The passing of “Cap'n” John, 
with a career that epanned a cen- 
tury and a quarter, and a4 memory

Do you want to see, with your own eyes, actual history 


staring you in the face with its grim iron eyes? Do you want to 
meet two sinister witnesses of the most exciting crimson event 
in the long and romantic history of our city of! Los Angeles? | 

If so, the next time you are in the heart of the city, walk 


up North Broadway; just beyond the Times Building, and there 
at the west entrance of the Courthouse you will see, guarding 
its portals, two historic ancient iron cannon that played a star

pounds, or measuring less than 
twelve inches, has ever been seen. 

It fe believed by Prof. W. F. 
Thompeon, and C, Bauder of the 
Los Afgeles office of the Fish a 
Game Commission that the tuna 
spawn somewhere on the bed of 
the ocean, perhaps off the Lower 
California coast. The age rings on 
the scales of these fish show them 
to be id growers, and their 
habits indicate that they like their 
swimming water heated to a tem- 
perature as near 70 deg. as they 
can get it. Until the waters of our 
part of the coast warm Up to near 
that point, they refuse to come to 
view the scenic marine wonders of 
our strand. And then they leave 
the youngsters home, probably to 
attend tuna school. 


HOW THEY'RE CAUGHT 

Peculiar fishing gear and meth- 
ode of fishing, used on no other 
fish, are employed te catch tuna 
for the canneries. These have 
been developed as a result of «a 


dosen years of study. . 

The boats used in commercial al- 
bacore fishing are usually forty to 
forty-eight feet long, and are 
manned by five men. They are 
driven by ongines of thirty-five or 
forty horsepower. 

A wooden bait tank, amidships, 
with a capacity of 400 gallons, 
holds the live bait--sardines if the 
‘fishermen can get them. These are 
‘generally used for the

FISH GET EXCITED 
When the s!bucore are biting 
freely,. theée tactics are kept up. 
‘But when they begin to lose fn- 
| terest, the “chum” begins again, 
and the fishermen sometimes use 
another short bamboo pole with a 
sort of a cup on the end. with 
which they splash the water and 
excite the fiat. to bite again. 

Aa high as six tons of albacore 
have been taken by a single boat 
in an hour, but the usual h is 
cen to fifteen tons a day. 

Another class of albacore fishing 
vessel, the jig boat, has come south 
from Monterey Bay, but ie not as 

pular as the short pole boat. The 

boat has six or eight lines 
rigged up from the mainmast, each 
using five to twenty fathoms of 
heavy line, with four feet of plano 
wire leaders. [he fishing is done 
entirely with these lines when the 
fish are found, and two or three 
tons a day i# @ good catch for 
these jig boata. 


WOUNDED FISH 


The short-pole fishermen com- 
plain that there ie a great loss of 
wounded fish by jig methods of 
fishing. They assert that as high 
as 50 per cent of the fish biting 
get away wounded, and this ex- 
erts a bad moral effect among the 
prospective catche’. The jig fish- 
ermen retaliate by asserting that 
the short-pole men scare away the 
albacore schools with their chum- 
ming and cupped-pole operations. 
And there you are. ~ 

But the supply of tuna seems in 
no immediate danger of depletion, 
claim the fish scientists. The num- 
ber of albacore and biuefin fluctu- 
ates from season to season, and the 
supply ie always leas than the de- 
mand, but a greater tennage is 
being taken now that was caught 
ten yearseago. The “take” per

The fishing “shelf” of less than 
100 fathoms depth off the South- 
ern California and Lower Califor- 
nia coast is very favorable for 
tuna fishing. It extends from 
Point Duma to Cape San Lucas, 
at the tip of the Lower Califordia 
Peninsula. 

Because of the large number of 
boate engaged in the industry and 
the keen demand for “white-meat” 
tuna the fishermen have gone far 
afield for their scaly fares. Some 
of them stock up for a month's 
trip and go nearly 1000 miles south 
to Cape San Lucas. However, the 
greatest number of tuna hase been 
found off San Bartolene Bay (Tur- 
tle Bay) in late years. 

There is a great demand for al- 
bacore and yellowfin tn Japan, 
where the fish is eaten raw dried. 
as a rule. Last year a Japanese 
company operated the huge steel 
refrigerator vesee!l Chichibu 
at Cape San Lucas and Turtle 
Bay. taking a cargo of 850 tons 
to Japan after unioading several 


hundred tons at the Halfhill plant 
on the way home.

CALAFTIA’'S ROMANCE

Lower California, which the Span- 
lards then thought was an island. 
Spurred on by the world-crasze 
to discover “Anian,” 
Northwest Passage affording « 
shortcut from. Europe to the’ 
East Indies, Cortes, the famous 
conqueror of Mexico, spent much 
of hig fortune in sending out ex- 
peditions from Mexico to Ciscover 
Aniean. One of these discovered 
the south end of Lower Califor- 
nia, and, hearing of this, Cortes 


himeeif came thither in 1535 te 
look things over. 
One of his captains, Francisce 


de Ulloa, in April, 1540, sailed up 
the west coast of Lower Califor- 
nia to Latitude 29—about where 
San Andreas is today: and it was 
one of his companions, Francisco 
Preciado, who, in his diary in 
1641, apparently fret called the 
land California, still thinking it an 
island. Thus it happened that 
when Cabrillo, the discoverer of 
our own Southern California im 
1642, made hie official reports, he 
called our coast California, and 
such it has since remained. 

The further mystery remaining 
was—Where did Ordonez get the 
wort “California”? So much ado 
in the tale wae made about the 
griffins, that some surmised that 
the word was composed by com- 
bining two Greek words to signify 
“Beautiful bird.” Further research, 
however, proved that the word 
“Calffornie’ was used in the cele- 
brated epic of old France, the 
Chanson de Roland—the famous 
chivairic tale of Charjemagne, his 
Paladings, and the great race-hero 
Roland, aho fell with all his peers 
around him in the fatal battle of 
Ronceevallies. As there used, “Cal. 
ifornie’’ referred to either some 
country of the caliph or an am<- 
cient place éalied Californie. 

But. in any event, if thie te In- 
deed its correct Origin, the name 
is one of beth great fame and an- 
tiquity, and we Californians can 
hold up our heads with any of the 


rest of them, in these same

What artificial silk? The 
London Daily Mail in a recent is- 
sue. 


All that the average man or 
woman in the street knows is that 
it is not a luxury. 

Nor ts it sllk. 

Its ideas started from the allk- 
worm, but that is almost its only 
connection with real silk. 

Silkworms feed on the cellulose 
in mulberry and oak leaves. The 
artificial silkworms that Winston 
Churchill ts after aleo feed on cel- 
lulose, tons of it, in the form of 
spruce wood or cotton pulp. 

The viscose method, which gives 
more than three-quarters of the 
world’s supply, begins by digesting 
the spruce wood by the aid of 
live steam. 

The mass of pulp ts then washed 
and bleached. © cellulose is now 
in the form of minute short fibers, 
which are run through rollers to 
squeeze out the water. The result 
looks like big sheets of blotting - 


aper. 

The biotting paper is next soaked 
for twenty-two hours in a solution 
of caustic soda to mercerize it. and 
is then further ill-treat by being 
squeezed in hydraulic presses, and 
finally torn to shredg by revolving 
knives. 

The result goes into a churn with 
carbon bisulphide and formes a 
plastic substance the color of a pale 
orange. More caustic soda and 
more treatment with revolving 
blades brings this to a uniform 
liguld state. 

The cellulose has now become 
viscose. It looks like treacle. It 
has no apparent relation to a silk 
stocking, to a thread of silk, or in-
